An alter- 
nate theme of Myopicl0 could be 
lives in miniature, since many of the 
works are about size and scale rather 
than of near/ far vision. 

Wawzonek, via email, explains 
the draw that artists have towards 
working in the diminutive. “I sup- 
pose the most alluring thing about 
small scale is its accessibility. If it is 
small it is available, you can touch it, 
hold it.” 

Not to mention, as her essay 
accompanying the catalogue 
explains, producing smaller sized art 
economizes the physical space 
restrictions that costly studio space 
often present. 

Clint Wilson, a local contributor to 
the program, has created an installa- 
tion called “Peiridae” (flags of the 
world), a series of framed white but- 
terflies with a transparency of 
national flag detail overlay, creating 
what he describes as a fabricated 
new species of insect. “The thesis of 
this exhibit was smallness, and they 
are small, the insects. It’s also about 
political myopia; we live our lives 

ugh these boundaries. They are 
also a reference to modernism in 
2, abstraction.” 

“Galerie Largeness World of Art” 
is another exploration of the minia- 
ture, It’s a series of small, boxed, self-

through the books on SEE’s 
fall fiction highlights list. 
Call it the anti-book-club 
book club and pass the 
Pringles. 

Simon “Sick Boy” 
Williamson and his 
Trainspotting buddies are 
back in Scottish bad boy 
Irvine Welsh’s Porno 
(Jonathan Cape, $25.95). The 
former junkies are almost ten 
years older but still as dissolute 
and insolvent as ever, so Sick 
Boy decides the “adult enter- 
tainment industry” just may be 
their salvation. 

Movies of a less fleshy kind 
feature in veteran U.S. novelist 
Paul Auster’s tenth tome, The Book 
of Illusions (Henry Holt, $33.95), in 
which a grieving professor obses- 
sively searches for a silent film star 
who vanished back in 1929. 

In The Autograph Man (Penguin, 
$24.99), the second novel of Brit-lit 
whiz-kid Zadie Smith — the liter- 
ary love child of Tom Robbins and 
Toni Morrison — a guy who sells 
and trades celebrity autographs 
also obsessively searches for a 
movie star. Alex-Li’s quest takes 
him from North London to 
Brooklyn, New York, and from 
the Jewish Kabbalah to his own 
form of Zen. 

Smith’s follow-up to the stu- 
pendously successful White Teeth 
took only a dizzying two years, 
while two of this season’s most 
anticipated sophomore efforts 
from American writers were 
much longer in the making. 
Donna Tartt became a liter- 
ary sensation a decade ago 
with The Secret History (Knopf 
Canada, $40) a literary thriller 
soaked in blood and classical Greek

she’s back with The Little Friend 
(Knopf Canada, $40), a sprawling 
modern gothic in which an amateur 
girl sleuth decides to avenge her 
brother's murder. 

Jeffrey Eugenides’s The Virgin 
Suicides has been a cult classic since 
the early nineties. With the ram- 
bunctious and ambitious Middlesex 
(Knopf Canada, $37.95), Eugenides 
has created a new character, the her- 
maphrodite Cal Stepahnides, to rival 
the grief-struck boys of his first 
novel. 

Vancouver writer Larissa Lai’s 
shape-shifting Miranda in the future 
dystopia of her second novel Salt 
Fish Girl (Thomas Allen, $23.95) is 
beyond gender confusion. She 
grows scales and a mermaid’s tail 
and revels in the stench that arises 
when she makes love with her 
activist girlfriend Evie. 

Guillaume Vigneault is a young 
Quebec writer very popular in la 
belle province whose writing style has 
been compared with that of Dave 
Eggers. With his second novel 
Necessary Betrayals (Douglas & 
McIntyre, $22.95) now in English 
translation, we can check out for 
ourselves what the fuss is about, as 
Jack Dubois road trips south of the 
49th parallel and drives too fast, 
fights, and talks about surfing. 

Dave Eggers himself hits the road 
with You Shall Know Our Velocity 
(McSweeney's $21.00, U.S.), his first 
novel, in which two buddies travel 
the third world trying to get rid of a 
bunch of money — and guilt — 
they've inherited upon the death of a 
friend. Eggers, whose memoir A 
Heartbreaking Work of Staggering 
Genius was a staggering success, has 
re-embraced his indie roots and self- 
published his novel through the 
publishing arm of his McSweeney's 
magazine, with most of the proceeds 
going to a charity. Making all that 
money was just too stressful for him, 
I guess. 

This month McSweeney's is also 
publishing the U.S. edition of Sheila 
Heti’s The Middle Stories. This collec- 
tion of deadpan anti-fables, absur- 
dist love stories, and twisted fairy- 
tales (there be frogs and mermaids) 
made Heti the hipster princess of 
Toronto a couple of years ago and 
her Canadian publisher has just reis- 
sued the book in paperback. 
(Anansi, $16.95)

More oddball tales can be found 
in Canadian writer Tamas Dobozy’s 
When X Equals Marylou (Arsenal 
Pulp Press, $19.95), a collection that 
teams ghost chasers, doppelgangers 
and dystopian subversives. Mu 
the book reads as if Borges had been 
catapulted into the 215 century. 

Centuries long past are where for- 
mer Dubliner Emma Donoghue, 
who now lives in Ontario, sets the 
stories in her new collection The 
Woman Who Gave Birth to Rabbits 
(Virago, $17.99). Her “factual histori- 
cal fictions” are deliciously idiosyn- 
cratic tales that lay bare the buried 
tragedies of pre-20"" century girls 
and women. 

New York writer A.M. Homes, on 
the other hand, could not be more 
cutting edge — and just plain cut- 
ting. This is the woman whose twist- 
ed tale of a Barbie, “A Real Doll,” is 
religiously used by David Foster 
Wallace in all his creative writing 
workshops. Her new collection, 
Things You Should Know 
(HarperCollins, $36.50), flays the 
skin off contemporary relationships 
of all kinds. 

Dear Mr. President (Knopf, $28.50), 
Gabe Hudson’s debut collection of 
stories, addresses the Persian Gulf 
War and it’s unlikely George Bush, 
pere or fils, would be terribly tickled 
by Hudson's take on things. A for- 
mer rifleman in the Marine Reserve, 
Hudson uses absurdity and satire to 
convey'the horror of war and the 
damaged vets it leaves in its wake. 

Tim O’Brien, who has made a 
successful fiction career of writing 
about the Vietnam war and its vets, 
has a new novel, July, July 
(Houghton Mifflin, $37.95), in which 
vets and draft dodgers alike gather 
ata thirtieth college reunion. It’s The 
Big Chill twenty years — and many 
more hard knocks — later. 

War at a distance features in two 
new novels this fall, one American 
and one Canadian. In Aleksandar 
Hemon’s quirky Nowhere Man 
(Doubleday, $35.95), a Bosnian 
refugee in Chicago dreams of hitting 
the big time with his Beatles cover 
band as the conflict rages in his 
homeland. 

And in Ann Ireland’s Governor- 
General's Award nominated Exile 
(Dundurn, $34.99) poet Carlos 
Romero Estevez is rescued from his 
home ina Latin American military 
dictatorship by a group of 
Vancouver activists. But he 
doesn’t behave as they think an 
oppressed writer should. 

For those young ‘uns who 
think CanLit and then think bliz- 
zards and cows, Margaret 
Atwood wryly points out in the 
introduction to the new antholo- 
gy Ground Works: Avante-Garde for 
Thee (Anansi, $32.95) that there 
was unorthodox writing in this 
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come return for Irvine Welsh’s most 
memorable characters: Simon “Sick 
Boy” Williamson, Daniel “Spud” 
Murphy, Francis Begbie and Mark 
“Rent Boy” Renton.The story picks up 
some nine years after Trainspotting left 
off, with Williamson, Porno’s central 
character, returning to his old hood. 
He takes over a pub from his Aunt 
Paula after failing at innumerable ne’er- 
do-well schemes in London. (Well, 
Welsh does count them, actually: the 
opening chapter clocks in on “Scam 
#18,732"). This, however, is not a joy- 
ous réturn on his part, but more a 
move of necessity after failing to 
weasel his way to the top of whatever 
it is he desires in England. (We're not 
sure what that might have been exact- 
ly, and neither is he). Much to his 
despair, old faces inevitably tum up at 
his taps: Begbie, fresh out on parole 
from a manslaughter rap, and Spud, 
struggling in (and out) of addiction 
while aspiring to become a local histo- 
rian (!). eis 
(As in the previous volume, it's the 
vernacular of these latter two that chal- 
lenges the decoding skills of N. 
American readers the most — e.g. 
“Ma fuckin breathin's guan aw yon 
wey as ah goan intae the shoapin cen- 
tre,” reads a typical Begbie narrative.) 
As for Renton, he's made good on 
the money he cheated his mates out of 
in the last volume, opening a nightclub 
in Amsterdam and taking up the decid- 
edly healthier pastime of karate. As old 
soldiers say, loose lips advancing the 
plot line for the inevitable 
revenge/reunion scenario. Everyone's 
a happy family again... Well, sort of,

Judging books by their covers 


BORN FROM DIME STORE ANTHOL- 
ogies like Weird Tales, Strange 
Detective and Amazing Stories, the 
pulp novel reveled in the lowest of 
low culture, giving cheap thrills toa 
public not yet freed by the impend- 
ing rock and roll revolution. Edgar 
Rice Burroughs and Robert Howard 
were titans of fantasy pulp; Dashiel 
Hammett had a stranglehold on the 
detective story while Louis L’amour 
and Max Brand owned the western. 
Hell, even Tennessee Williams got 
his start in the pulps. 

The books themselves were for- 
gettable, the dialogue incredibly 
ridiculous (“She is certified by the 
Foostmam, Lord Starrex, a true 
action dreamer to the tenth power!”) 
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but the covers were something else: 
garish, exploitative, and lurid. Frank 
Frazetta and Gray Morrow are two 
of the names that pop up the most 
when discussing fantasy pulp, and 
for good reason. Three things seem 
constant in their artwork: a scantily 
clad woman, a muscular barbarian 
with a sword, and an exotic land- 
scape. Sometimes the barbarian hov- 
ered over the woman. Other times 
the woman threatened the barbarian 
(“Back, foul temptress!”’), or the bar- 
barian was protecting the woman 
from a) a dragon, b) a robot, or c) 
another barbarian. The color 
schemes were truly psychedelic and 
no doubt had at least some effect on 
a budding counterculture as much 
enraptured by Conan as by Pink 
Floyd. 

The barbarian-with-sword-and- 
woman-at-his-feet motif began to 
appear on the side of boogie vans in 
the ‘70s, but that’s another story. The 
women who appear on the front of 
lesbian pulp novels of the time cer- 
tainly had no use for barbarian pro- 
tection. Smirking, leering, parading 
around half-naked in front of a 
man's wife — why these women 
were nothing more than hussies! 
Artists like Rudolph Belarsky and 
Earl Bergey, along with books titled 
‘4, Spanking Lesbian” and “The 
Third Way” belie the image of the 
‘50s as a sanitized, wholesome 
decade. Young girls clutch towels in 
a paroxysm of shame, while their 
smirking paramours look on with 
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glee. Oh tempora! Oh mores! | 
Innocent blondes, corrupted by 
wolfish brunettes with mannish 
haircuts and tight, tight sweaters, 
stare wide-eyed at the reader. Pulp 
still survives today, mostly in the 
form of Harlequin Romances and 
unstoppable series like the 
“Destroyer” or the “Executioner.” A 
few killjoys in the SF/ Fantasy main- 
stream have attempted to disassoci- 
ate their genre from embar rassingly 
campy elements, preferring instead 
dull artwork and new terms like 
“speculative fiction.” But there is a 
thriving subculture dedicated to the 
pulp novel, and more then a few 
treasures to be found in garage sales 
and second hand stores. It’s either 
that or yet another Peter Straub | 
novel; the choice is yours.

ROWS OF RECORDS AND A POET- 
ically positioned pair of Technics 
usually makes my fingers itchy to 
skratch. But, tonight, my hands are 
idle, giving full power and attention 
to my ears. They are eager to hear 
and understand the inner workings 
of what could become one of 
Edmonton’s most revolutionary 
bands, the Gravity Collective. The 
members are Cameron Dahl on gui- 
tar and turntables, Dave Aide on 
keyboards and effects, Jay Cairns on 
bass and Bill George on drums. 

Together, by cosmic good fortune 
and astral projections, Gravity 
Collective could someday help 
define Alberta's cultural scene. They 
are mostly in their mid-20s and are 
all theory-trained musicians who are 
ready to funk up the world witha 
live electronic music act. 

These very real people use real 
instruments to recreate soun: 
nuances and ultimately music with a 
vibe that is normally created by 
computers. So what's the big deal 
you say? Go to their show and find 
out. Gravity Collective is similar, but 
not the same as Toronto’s The New 
Deal, which is three guys with 
drums, keyboards and bass who 
play mostly house (and for the 
record, Gravity Collective was doing, 
this long before anyone west of 
Ontario even heard of TND). 

I met up with Cameron Dahl in 
his everyday apartment in down- 
town Edmonton as DJ Shadow’s 
Preemptive Strike — playing on vinyl 
— warmly greets me. Cam brims 
with enthusiasm over the group he’s 
in. He knows they are on to some- 
thing good. 

While their style started out as 
heavily influenced break-beat, the 
key turning point came as a result of 
adding Bill to drums.

Big Bill carries on the legacy of Muddy Waters 


BIG BILL MORGANFIELD

IT COULDN'T HAVE BEEN EASY GROW- 
ing up as the son of the most famous 
bluesman of the latter half of the 
20th century. For Muddy Waters 
son, Big Bill Morge zanfield, that expe- 
rience was tempered by the fact he 
grew up in Florida, raised by his 
grandmother. ’ ‘I did meet my father 
when I was two or three years old,” 
Morganfield says from Barrie 
Ontario, just another stop on his 
cross Canada tour. “But I didn’t 
grow up with him and I didn’t meet 
my brothers and sisters until I was 
0” 

While music did play a role in 
young Bill’s life, it wasn’t the blues. 

“1 was ina boys club band at 11 
and I listened to what everyone else 
was listening to while I was growing 
up: pop, rock and roll, Stevie 
Wonder, Marvin Gaye, a lot of 
Motown artists.” 

An educated man, Big Bill 
Morganfield has degrees in English 
and Communications from 
Tuskegee and Auburn Universities, 
respectively. It wasn’t until he heard 
of his fathers’ death in 1983 that he 
decided to play the blues. “At first, I 
wanted to do a tribute to my father. I 
knew that one of his wishes was that 
one of his kids would follow in his 
footsteps. That's when I started play-

ing the blues.” In fact, Big Bill spent 
the better part of a de cade honing 
his latent blues talent while putting 
his degrees to work teaching school 
in Atlanta. 

Soon, he realized a talent for song 
writing — he’s penned over 200 to 
date. “They just come to me, when 
things happen, I take my inspiration 
from that. | can come up with a full- 
blown song working in the yard. 
‘Dead Ass Broke’ came to me and 
was completely written in 10 min- 
utes, but of course sometimes it 
takes longer. There are a couple I’ve 
been working on for over six 
months.” 

“Dead Ass Broke” came from 
Morganfield’s 99 debut, Rising Son, 
which was put together with the 
help of some of his father’s old band 
mates, including guitarist and pro- 
ducer Bob Margolin, Pinetop 
Perkins, Paul Oscher and Willie 
Smith. 

“Bob Margolin was so supportive 
of me, in fact lots of players from my 
father’s old bands have helped me 
along. I spent most of a year on the 
road with Pinetop and Bob, playing 
all over Europe and North America. 


It was sort of a Muddy Waters tour.” 


That experience, in part, led to 
Morganfield winning the 2000 W.C. 
Handy Award for Best New Blues 
Artist.

VEDA HILLE 
VANCOUVER MUSICIAN VEDA HILLE 
may be most commonly thought of 
as simply a folk singer, but that 
belies her myriad talents. Hille is an 
accomplished multi-instrumentalist, 
a writer, a composer for dance, the- 
atre and visual arts, and a hell of a 
chef. 

She recently put together a multi- 
course Thanksgiving dinner prepa- 


toes with roasted garlic) reads more 
like an excursion to an upscale bistro 
than a down-home feed. 

A decade back, cooking helped 
supplement Hille’s income as she 
pursued an art degree at 
Vancouver's Emily Carr Institute. 
But, it was a self-released cassette of 
music that nudged her toward her 
current career path. 

Entitled Songs About People and 
Buildings, the material hinted strong- 
ly at her wide-ranging eclecticism. 
An ongoing series of independent 
releases have been coupled with fre- 
quent commissions from dance com- 
panies, filmmakers, and play- 
wrights. A decade into her musical 
career, Hille claims eight full-length 
releases including her latest, 
Auditorium. 

“Tt was my manager's idea to doa 
live CD, and I was dubious,” Hille 
explains between turkey-basting ses- 
sions. “But the great thing about it is 
that we were able to put in a lot of 
rehearsal time, something we 
haven't been able to do for a few 
years. The Vancouver East Cultural 
Centre also gets credit for just being 
one of the most fantastic places to 
play in the whole world.” 

Auditorium is a bit of an anomaly 
as far as live records go. Recorded 
off-the-floor over two nights, the 
material — penned over the space of 
eight years for a variety of differing 
projects — retains a surprising the- 








rations for 20 of her closest friends. 
She describes the meal as “simple,” 
but her recitation of the menu 
(including wild-mushroom, hazel- 
nut and cranberry stuffing, plus 
maple-balsamic mashed sweet pota- 
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matic flow. Not an easy feat when 
you're meshing vocal arias about 
British Columbia songbirds, sweep- 
ing scores for a dance piece about 
the life of Canadian painter Emily 
Carr, and excerpts from a suite 
based on the Yukon. Oh, and a 
Bertolt Brecht cover thrown in for 
good measure. 

Musing on the cohesiveness of the 
work, Hille-says, “I find that (the 
commissioned pieces) tend to fit in 
fairly well —I guess because I feel 
them emotionally, they work within 
the contexts of the songs that are 
more about my own observations 
and my own life.” 

Her first cross-Canada tour in two 
years features her long running 
“skilled and devoted band,” includ- 
ing Edmonton expatriate Ford Pier 
on guitar, keyboards, and French 
horn. It promises to be an extensive 
showcase of Hille’s work, including 
new material she wrote for play- 
wright Sean Dixon’s latest work, The 
Death of the Finance Minister's Mother. 

“Some of the songs are classic 
Hille songs, but some are extraordi- 
narily goofy. I might have to explain 
to the audience why I'm singing 
things like ‘T will I will I will be the 
Minister of Finance!” Hille laughs. 

Hille and Co. perform Thurs. Nov. 14

state of music that an all-woman 
rock combo is still viewed as a nov- 
elty based on what is (or isn’t) 
between their legs. 

Take Calgary's Maud, for exam- 
ple. In the near decade they were 
together, they developed an eclectic 
style that drew equally on jazz, funk, 
and rock, playing with a multi-tem- 
poed, metronomic precision that 
brought to mind pre-power-ballad 
Police. Yet even with a critically- 
acclaimed CD and appearances on 
film soundtracks, the trio was virtu- 
ally ignored by the city’s live music 
promoters — unless another all- 
female group was coming to town 
and they needed a local opener. 

Maud by necessity, forged a DIY 
ethic that many bands espoused, but 
few actually had to follow through 
on. The group booked almost all 
their own shows, frequently paying 
the hall and P.A. rental out of their 
pockets. They also coordinated their 
own overseas tour, the highlight of 
which was performing at the Gay 
Games in Amsterdam in front of 
thousands of athletes and attendees. 

Although the group called it quits 
last year when their drummer split, 
guitarist and vocalist Chantal Vitalis 
carries on with her swiftly develop- 
ing solo career. On her recently- 
released debut full-length Today's 
Special, Vitalis tones down Maud’s 
genre-hopping, opting instead for a 
more straight-ahead approach. Not 
to say that there’s anything simplis- 
tic about the music — Vitalis 
remains one of Cowtown’s strongest 
guitarists — it just comes across as a 
bit more focused. 

In addition to her own material, 
Vitalis is also currently backing up 
sardonic wordsmith Kris Demeanor.

Greg was listening to a 
lot of 1970's Elvis Presley and Jim 
was reading Soulsville, U.S.A (the 
story of the ‘60s soul-music label 
Stax Records). So, they both started 
talking about horns and away we 
went. 


Were there any second thoughts 
about the new musical direction? 
Not with the horns. They'd been 
playing with us for some time before 
we made Palace Of Gold. We were 
more concerned about the strings. 
Strings tend to make things “pretty.” 
How that would work for us was a 
minor concern for a while. 


Blue Rodeo made Palace of Gold in 
the band’s new studio. Why build 
something dike that? 

We had a rehearsal space in 
Toronto’s west end and we really 
needed to move. That space was 
becoming crowded and we were 
renting a lot of stuff, so we'd been 
thinking about our own building for 
along time. 

Our original space used to be located 
ina fairly undesirable area of the 
city, so no one was around. In the 
last couple of years it has become a 
more desirable area. Suddenly, there 
were people living in the building.

Moving back with his mom to the 
decrepit 8 Mile Road trailer park is 
just one in a long line of setbacks and 
humiliations suffered by the white 
trash hero. For instance, his boozy 
mom — played with just the right 
amount of sympathy by Kim 
Basinger — is seeing a guy he went 
to school with so she can avoid get- 
ting evicted, his death-trap car 
makes him late for his job at the 
metal stamping factory, he initiates a 
feud with a violent crew of rival hip 
hoppers, and worst of all he chokes 
onstage during a freestyle rap duel, 
making him the local whipping boy. 

Rabbit takes a lickin’ and keeps on 
tickin’ with the support of his bud- 
dies, particularly Future (Phifer), a 
promoter who recognizes his talent 
pushes him to succeed. Despite the 
often hilarious misadventures of his 
crew, they seem to give him just 
enough hope to keep him coming 
back for another round of shit sand- 
wiches. And then he’s got his baby 
daughter to think about, his dream 
of cutting a demo tape, not to mén- 
tion that cute girl (Brittany Murphy)

Meanwhile, those who thought that 
Sorcerer’s Stone was a too-slavish 
and curiously themeless depiction of 
the book will hardly be shocked to 
hear that Harry 2 is the same. 

The new Harry has a number of 
upgrades: there’s Dobby, the sim- 
pering computer-generated house 
elf; Kenneth Brannagh as the foppish 
Gilderoy Lockheart; a flying car; and 
a giant snake. We see Ron Weasley’s 
home life, we get a glimpse of bad 
kid Draco Malfoy’s evil father 
Lucius, and we see what happens 
when you try to cast a spell with a 
broken wand. 

So there’s lot of Harry Potter stuff 
to look at. Looking is the avenue to 
satisfaction to this film, since the set 


and production design are as flaw- 
less as in the first movie. Hogwarts is 
huge and wizardy, the spiders are 
nasty and scuttly, the Quidditch 
match is zoomy and zippy. The pic- 
tures are fine and sure to be delight- 
ful to the under-12 target audience. 

But caring? Actually feeling that 
there’s a meaningful story unfolding 
in front of you? Not so great. The 
idea that these images are supposed 
to be accompanied by some kind of 
emotional response seems to have 
escaped director Chris Columbus, as 
it did in Harry 1. 

Columbus is simply too literal- 
minded. In his Harry Potter films, a 
train is not a symbol of release, of 
exhilarating escape. It’s a train. A 
spider is not anemblem of terror, of 
nameless dread that’s gripped a 
frightened school. It’s a giant spider. 
A Quidditch game is not a test of 
wills, a high point in the friction 
between competing houses. It’s 
zooming around on brooms. 

Some of the details are arresting, 
even interesting. But the idea that 
anything’s at stake in these scenes 
never takes hold. Harry just goes 
from scene to scene with no real 
sense of why it means anything to 
him other than his obligatory duty to 
Get To The Bottom Of Things since 
nobody else seems to bother. 

There are a couple of themelets 
bonking around in the movie. A

Are Canadians crippling Hollywood? 


CANADA'S DAYS COASTING ON OUR 
great big southern neighbour's good 
graces have come to an abrupt end. 

This past week, public figures 
from across the American political 
spectrum denounced Canada. First, 
failed presidential candidate and 
thriving right-wing loon Pat 
Buchanan referred to our home and 
native land as Soviet Canuckistan. 
Buchanan characterized Canadians 
as whiners and freeloaders because 
our government criticized American 
proposals to force Arab-Canadian 
visitors to the States to submit to fin- 
gerprinting and photographs, lest 
they should give in to the irresistible 
urge to destroy an American monu- 
ment while enjoying their vacation. 

A few days later, Brooklyn con- 
gressman Anthony Weiner stood on 
the steps of New York’s City Hall 
and denounced Canada because an 
American production company 
decided to film a biography of for- 
mer NYC mayor Rudy Giuliani in 
Montreal. 

“Today, somewhere in Canada, a 
network called USA Network is 
making a movie about the mayor of 
the city of New York,” said Weiner. 
“I guess they're going to show him 
watching baseball games atthe 

Dome or eating pommes frites 
rather than eating at Patsy's.” 

American ignorance about 
Canadian geography is nothing new 
— aside from transplanting the 
Skydome from Toronto to Montreal, 


of how free enterprise brings about 
the best of all possible worlds. 

What provoked Weiner’s ire is the 
fact that, for the last four years, 
Canada has been offering tax incen- 
tives to foreign movie productions, 
covering up to 35 per cent of their 
labour costs for filming their prod- 
ucts above the 49th parallel. Weiner 
is calling for a similar incentive to be 
introduced in the States to prevent 
“runaway productions.” 

He wasn’t alone in his sentiment. 
“What we have to do is level the 
playing field between ourselves and 
these other countries that are active- 
ly bribing producers to come and 
shoot in their country,” said former 
Screen Actors’ Guild president 
Richard Masur. 

He didn’t explain whether the 
U.S. should also let its currency drop 
to half its current value so all that 
film production money can go twice 
as far: part of what makes Canada 
attractive to foreign film and TV pro- 
duction is that, relative to American 
bucks, our money just isn’t worth 
that much. How can you bribe any- 
one with currency that’s only worth 
60 cents to their dollar? If Canada is 
guilty of anything, it’s of making the 
best of a disadvantageous situation. 

As fora level playing field, 
according to Bill Hurst of Telefilm 
Canada, the federal agency that pro- 
vides loans — not grants — to 
made-in-Canada film and TV pro- — 
ductions, Canadian films account for 











condemnation of fascist schemes of 
racial purity pops up in dialogue 
sometimes. And there’s something 
about not keeping secrets as well: 
Headmaster Dumbledore asks, “Do 
you have anything to tell me, 
Harry?” and then raises his eyebrow 
and says, in his English-actor-who- 
can-do-it-all-by-raising-his-eyebrow 
way, “Since, y'know, Harry, we're 
dealing with a Chamber of Secrets 
here, it might be a good idea to spill 
the beans on any secrets you might 
have.” But at this point he's got 
nothing to say; he knows less than 
Dumbledore. If this is supposed to 
be about how keeping secrets will 
bite you in the ass when you least 
expect it, shouldn’t Harry at this 
point be keeping a secret? 

To be fair, much of this stems 
from the novel. Of the four books so 
far, Chamber of Secrets makes sense in 
the continuum of the series’ increas- 
ing dramatic and moral complexity. 
By itself, it’s the most nebulous, the 
most episodic — the one in which 
the forces of evil are the most dif- 
fuse. Columbus, a company man, 
took what was on the page and put 
it on screen, so it’s hardly remark- 
able that the result is a movie that’s 
nebulous, episodic and lacking in 
strong antagonism. A great film- 
maker — Peter Jackson, say — 
would have gone deeper and taken 
pains to reinvent scenes in order to 
dramatize Harry's emotional devel- 
opment, to highlight a overarching 
sense of fear. But Jackson is making 
better movies out of better books, so 
it’s probably just as well.

chains, Cineplex Odeon, is owned 
by New York-based Loews Cineplex 
Entertainment. Compared to the 
money Canadians spend on 
American entertainment product, 
money lost through runaway pro- 
ductions is chump change. 

A simple solution to this disparity 
would be to introduce a co-produc- 
tion agreement between Canada and 
the U.S. The Telefilm Canada web- 
site lists close to 60 nations with 
which Canada has agreements to 
share production costs and profits, 
from Algeria to Venezuela. The U.S. 
is conspicuous by its absence. 

One gets the feeling that 
Buchanan and Weiner’s remarks 
have roots in the United States’ larg- 
er international troubles. For most of 
the 20th century, the American sense 
of entitlement, the unshakeable con- 
viction that the world’s greatest 
democracy could help itself to what- 
ever it wanted without concern for 
its global neighbours, went unchal- 
lenged. In the wake of Recent Tragic 
Events, the U.S. has become ultra- 
sensitive to the possibility that they 
could once again become victims, 
never ing the connection 
between the huge footprint they 
leave wherever they go and the con- 
sequences their actions precipitate. 
Every successful administration 
needs an enemy: Canada is as weak

They take 
her home, where she finds a pass- 
port and a plane ticket to the U.S. 
belonging to her doppelganger. 

Am giving too much away? Not 
even close — the above action takes 
place in the film’s first 15 minutes, 
and that’s including the drawn-out 
heist scene/lipstick-lesbo tryst. 
Femme Fatale’s plot never quite stops 
twisting, which would be fine if it 
didn’t take a U-turn into complete 
incoherency about two-thirds of the 
way through. 

Up until this point, Femme Fatale 
is stylish, gratuitous fun. Romijn- 
Stamos, who cycles through a vari- 
ety of bad accents to disguise her 
identity, seems to be having a great 
time playing the conniving bitch, 
and Antonio Banderas, as a paparaz- 
zo who gets swept along in Laure’s 
intrigues, revels in relying solely on 
his charm. De Palma’s graceful, 
stealthy camera work, his sure hand 
with the pace of the tortuous plot 
and his wry script are as sleazily 
seductive as his characters. And 
since the whole movie is basically a 
bunch of gimmicks, he doesn’t shy 
away from visual tricks like using 
split screens, changing the film stock 
and putting Romijn-Stamos in 
skimpy lingerie whenever the 
opportunity arises. 

The biggest trick of all, though, is 
the film’s main plot twist, a hack- 
neyed cop-out of a device that leads 
to an even more nonsensical climax 
and denouement, undermining 
everything that’s been established 
about the characters. 

I won't give it away, but I'll 
remind you of what Anton Chekhov 
said of dramatic devices: if you show 
the audience a spiky wrought-iron 
tailgate in the first act, it should end 
up perforating someone's chest in 
the third act. 

Tguess my disappointment in the 
cheesy cop-out that constitutes 
Femme Fatale’s finale must mean that 
I was in some way hooked by its 
flashy, sordid trappings. It’s a shame 
De Palma couldn't have come up 
with an ending that had something 
to do with the bulk of the narrative.

mixed up. Next thing you know, 
they’re all scrambling: fearful 
Douglas is suddenly passing himself 
off as Bepe, Tailor of Pomerania, 
George is taking the Woman with 
Glasses (now calling herself Ann, 
though her real name is Sharleen) for 
a little Greek salad and falling in 
love, Girl in Red seems to be gener- 
ating a lot of this nonsense, which 
doesn’t seem any closer to returning 
the briefcases to the rightful owners 
but IS facilitating some nice social 
interaction. Who is she, anyways? 
It’s pretty much a play of eyebrow 
acting and physical comedy, which 
is not to say that the performances 
aren’t entirely brilliant. They are. 
Davina Stewart's brittle, crazy 
Sharleen and Haslam’s grandiose 
George are Shakespearean, noble 
creatures of destiny aided by their 
smaller-scale counterparts, played 
with equal zest by Buckmaster and 
Meer. Meer’s cut his hair for his role, 
but as it turns out his mopey jaw 





and big hands are even funnier now 
that they don’t compete with his 
coif. And sweet, darling, evil Briana 
Buckmaster: as the instigator, she’s 
always contributing the most useful 
information but is perhaps a little 
deluded in her optimism. In the heat 
of things, she takes the bull by the 
horns: if they’re clever, they can cer- 
tainly sort this through. “But we're 
not clever! God!” wails Sharleen, 
proving once again that no one 
understands reality better than a 
slight depressive. 

Oh dear. This is schadenfreude at 
its best. Vidalia — and not to disap- 
point, the vegetable does play a sig- 
nificant role — is a light trifle, some- 
thing impressive yet airy, a theatrical 
soufflé. There are a lot of smartass 
jokes delivered with the zippy, 
deadpan nonchalance of those old 
those movie comedies of the ‘30s 
and ‘40s. Everything clicks in this 
one — snap! — and it’s done.

“SNOOPY IS A COMPLEX CHARACTER, 
more complex than I first imag- 
ined.” 

When Chris Bullough signed up 
to play Snoopy, he had no idea 
what was store. “We all have our 
ideas of what Peanuts is from 
growing up. It was always there 
and I kind of took it for granted. I 
was really more of a Garfield fan.” 

After taking a closer look at 
Charles M. Schultz’ classic comic 
strip, Bullough found a lot more to 
chew. “When he talked about 
Snoopy, he said it was based on his 
dog as a kid,” says Bullough. “He 
had a lot of sympathy for this dog 
— he said he didn’t think it would 
be a very good life to be a dog 
because you're sleeping in a dog 
house, at least his dog did, and the 
thing you most look forward to is 
eating bad food. You're always at 
the will of your master.” 

But Charlie Brown’s famous bea- 
gle grew up a lot over the years to 
become the tough puppy we all 
know. “He developed this really 
strong personality that didn’t take 
no guff from anybody,” explains 
Bullough. “There are a lot of strips 
with Charlie Brown trying to use 
his position as master against hin, 
to get him to do what he wants, 
and Snoopy just wouldn't have any 
of it... The Red Baron and the 
Foreign Legionnaire and the char- 
acters that he goes into are his way 
of escaping his extremely dull life.” 

Bullough’s favourite song in the 
show, “Snoopy,” illustrates just 
how tough it is to be a beagle in a 
man’s world. “It’s about him talk- 
ing about how great his life is. But 
he goes into this fantasy where he’s 
a fierce jungle animal, perched ona 
tree. It's a great song —I love per- 

forming it.” 

This version of the play isn’t the 
one you saw asa kid. “There are a 
couple new songs and Charles 
Schultz wrote like 25 new scenes to 
go with it,” says Bullough. “I 
haven't read the original version 
but I'd imagine that it’s quite differ- 
ent from the one that toured North 
America until 1999 when the new 
one opened.” 

What remains the same is the 
structure — “It’s like a comic strip 
in play form” —and the look of the 
comic is also kept, for the most part. 
Designer Brendan Frazer created 
set in primary colours, with large 
set pieces to create that all the 
grown-up actors are really children. 
The costumes will also be large but, 
to Bullough’s relief, the Snoopy cos- 
tume won't involve a mask. “I’m 
not wearing a big dog head or any- 
thing,” he says,. “I think everyone 
will get that I’m a dog when I start 
barking. That way I get to use m' 
extremely elastic face to dazzle thi 
audience with and not have it cov- 
ered it up with a large foam head. 

“The play is funny. I didn’t real- 
ly expect it to be that funny but 
now that I'm older I'm a lot

how much more might Marianne 
Copithorne need to know? 

Graduated in 1982 from the 
University of Alberta’s BFA acting 
program, she has graced 
Edmonton’s professional planks for 
20 successful years. But despite hav- 
ing also already cracked its ranks as 
director — at the Fringe, the 
Varscona and the Citadel — 
Copithorne has chosen to return to 
the U of Aas an MFA candidate in 
directing. “Having performed in 
over a hundred plays, I guess I’ve 
picked up a few things along the 
way,” she says. “But I got to a place 
in my work where I wanted to 
expand, learn more, discover more. 
Acting is still a great love of mine, 
but I thought it was time to branch 
out and expand my world. 

“Although returning to school has 
been quite a shock,” she laughs, “I’m 
really glad to be there.” 

For her thesis project, Copithorne 
will mount Charlotte Keatley’s My 
Mother Said I Never Should on the 
Timms Centre stage, but her first 
choice was Judith Thompson's 
Perfect Pie —an interest that led 
directly to her present involvement 
at Theatre Network. “I went to 


Theatre Network because I knew 
Brad Moss had the rights to the play, 
and I asked him if he would be inter- 
ested in:doing a co-production with 
the Timms,” she explains. Although 
the Artistic Director was hesitant 
about the logistics of co-production, 
he offered another suggestion. 
“Because Brad is an MFA grad him- 
self, he asked if | wanted to direct it 
and maybe get credit for it as part of 
my degree. I went to my [Drama 
Department] chair [Jan Selman], and 
she absolutely agreed to do it. Brad 
has been very instrumental in mak- 
ing this all happen, and he’s been 
extremely supportive.” 

Perfect Pie is the story of two child- 
hood friends who were split apart 
by a terrible accident. Twenty-five 
years later, one of them gets in con- 
tact with the other, bringing her back 
to their small hometown of 
Marmora (west of Ottawa). In finally 
meeting again, they evoke the ghosts 
of the children that they were, and 
relive the frightening moment in 
their past.

A SIMPLE STAR RATING HARDLY SEEMS 
to suffice when assessing the charms 
of the Double Greeting Wonton 
House. Three stars seems to say, 
“Well, it’s okay but certainly nothing 
to write home about.” In this case 
though, it indicates the Double 
Greeting’s standing in the absolute 
scheme of restaurants — it ain’t fine 
dining, but you can hardly beat it for 
inexpensive and tasty Chinese food. 

Sandwiched between one of 
Edmonton’s oldest porn shops and 
one of Edmonton’s shabbiest (or is 
that stabbiest?) taverns, the Double 
Greeting is short on esthetic splen- 
dour. But there are always people in 
there, and usually quite a few: The 
Double Greeting clearly inspires loy- 
alty. Even ona treacherously snowy 
Sunday night, the joint is at least 
three-quarters full, with new cus- 
tomers snaring the remaining empty 
tables at a steady rate. Once you're 
seated, a friendly, if not overly flu- 
ent, server brings tea, place settings, 
a few well-used menus and a menu 
pad and pencil so you can write 
down your order, a necessity with a 
menu that spans a couple of hun- 
dred items. 

As at any Chinese eatery, not 
everything on the menu is going to 
suit your palate, but the joy of the

Double Greeting is that everything 
is so cheap, you can cast around for 
your favourites and not pay too 
heavily for the odd misstep. I always 
go with a friend who has sampled 
broadly from the menu and always 
orders a few staples. His face is so 
well-known there that the first thing 
to arrive at our table was a soup- 
bow! full of the restaurant’s own hot 
sauce, a fiery but flavourful concoc- 
tion of crushed chilis, oil and secret 
spices. 

Without hesitation, my friend 
ordered up the House Special Fried 
Rice, a Rice Roll Long Donut, Satay 
Beef with Kai-lan and a barbecued 
duck dish. They’ re out of duck, 
we're told, so we opted for BBQ 
Pork Lo Mein. The rice arrived first, 
a heaping platter liberally flecked 
with pork, sweet Chinese sausage 
and small-cut veggies. The veneer of 
restraint gave way to hungry greed 
as we heaped our bowls with the 
rice and mixed it with generous dol- 
lops of the hot sauce. As my friend is 
fond of saying, the House Special 
Rice is a meal in itself and a damn 
cheap one at that. 

Next came what many people 
consider the Double Greeting’s sig- 
nature dish and a favourite among 
non-health-conscious vegetarians. 
The Rice Roll Long Donut is eight- 
inches of deep fried dough, rolled in 
a rice wrapper, drenched in a soya- 
based sauce and sectioned up for 
sharing. My friend advised consum- 
ing it quickly, because, unlike

Sticky, soft, 
spongy and salty, it too can tolerate 
a good dose of chili sauce. 

The Satay Beef with Kai-lan was 
delivered just as we were starting to 
feel abit full. Lightly spicyand, 
heavily spiked with cornstarch, the 
slices of beef were tender and glis- 
tened in a somewhat unnatural 
manner. Kai-lan is an Asian relative 
of broccoli but with less top, more 
stem and a slight bitterness. My 
attempts to cook kai-lan at home 
have met with resounding failure, 
but the Double Greeting crew 
knows what they‘re doing. That 
said, some of the pieces of kai-lan 
were a touch fibrous and a tough 
chew. 

The BBQ Pork Lo Mein came too 
late to catch the fullness of our 
appetites, but we gave it a go any- 
way. A heap of thin, well-oiled noo- 
dles were topped with big chunks of 
pork rind with just the right amount 
of fat and sided with a bowl of 
orange-tinged broth. The meat, 
stained that distinctive shade of red, 
was quite yummy, but my stomach 
had pretty much run out of room. 
My friend noted that the Green 
Onion and Ginger Lo Mein with 
Oyster Sauce is a proven hangover 
remedy and three bucks well spent 
in any event. The Surgeon-General 
advises that eating at the Double 
Greeting on a regular basis could be 
dangerous to your waistline and 
arteries, but occasional indulgences 
make only the slightest dings in 
your pocketbook. Our meal came to 
under $20 and we had to take some 
of it home.

“ly FAVOURITE IS THE BERETTA .9 MM,” 
Katharine Gates tells me over the phone 
from New York. “The Glock is incredibly 
unsexy; too functional, no flare. Those 
Italians know their industrial design.” 

Gates, who has made a career out of 
explaining other people's fetishes 
through her book Deviant Desires: 
Incredibly Strange Sex (Juno Books) and 
her Website (www.deviantdesires.com), 
recently came out of the closet about her 
own fetish: guns. Her provocative new 
essay, “Sex, Guns and Girls,” appears in 
the book Inappropriate Behaviour 
(Serpent's Tail), edited by Kerri Sharp 
and Jessica Berens. 

For Gates, a day at the shooting range 
is like. wine and a romantic dinner for 
most people. “It’s foreplay,” she 
explains. “When | shoot, | get all the 
symptoms of sexual arousal. I'm 
flushed, my pupils dilate, | feel trembly, 
|'m moist between the legs. When | lived 
in Virginia, I'd go target shooting with 
my boyfriend and we'd go home immedi- 
ately afterward and have sex.” 

Gates says her gun fetish probably 
stems from when she was young — as 
most fetishes do — out in the fields 
“plinking” at tin cans with her dad and 
brothers. 

“| had two older brothers and | want- 
ed to be a part of their man’s world,” she 
writes on her site. “My father would 
wrap his big arms around me and hold 
my hands around the little .22 six-shoot- 
er. [...] | felt so close to him, terrified, yet 
safe at the same time. | loved the praise | 
would get for being brave and hitting the 
cans.” 


Clearly, she's still enamoured. 

And while she favours the Beretta — a 
semi-automatic handgun used by the US 
army — she has about 15 guns in her 
collection. 

Like most fetishists, she has very dis- 
tinct preferences. “The gun has to have a 
certain kind of feel when | pull the trig- 
ger,” Gates explains. “And it has to have 
a certain kind of bang — too big and 
scary and | don’t want to do it again.” 

At the same time, she says that mas- 
tering anxiety and fear by going through 
with the thing you're afraid of is a very 
powerful part of the thrill. 

But loving guns isn't easy to admit 
when you're a liberal feminist. When she 
wanted to include a photo of herself 
naked with an assault rifle for a deck of 
sex-positive playing cards, producer 
Annie Sprinkle freaked. Like all good 
feminists, she'd been taught that guns 
equal violence against women. But 
Sprinkle’s open-minded and included the 
card anyway. 

Gates suddenly had women e-mailing 
her and pulling her aside at events say- 
ing things like “Wow, that was hot” or “I 
really like guns” or asking “What kind of 
weapon was that?” 

Turns out Gates isn’t the only gal with 
a soft spot for hardware. She's met 
women who take their love of guns even 


further. 

In her essay, she introduces a domi- 
natrix who has fucked a woman with an 
unloaded gun. Yes, she's well aware of 
the symbolism. “It's long, it's hard; it has 
something inside that’s going to erupt. 
It's an archetype,” Gates quotes her say- 
ing 


Gates also describes the terrifying- 
sounding eroticism of “Gungirl,” who 
puts the muzzle of loaded gun (with the 
safety on, at least) into her girlfriend's 
mouth while fisting her. | know, frighten- 
ing. 

“Needless to say,” writes Gates, “this 
kind of play falls far outside of the BDSM 
guidelines of ‘safe, sane and consensu- 
al.’ | personally think it's a bit nuts, but 
then again so is scuba diving with angry

again.’ kaTHerine cates 
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sharks and bungee jumping off tall build- 
ings. | guess if you really know what 
you're doing, you'll reduce the risk 

enough to bring it back into the realm of 
sanity, if not safety.” 

Gates stresses that gunplay is not 
some crazy trend or fad — “Gungirl” and 
her girlfriend are the only women she's 
met who take things that far. These are 
tough ladies, both professional domi- 
nants, who very clearly differentiate 
between fantasy and reality. “One of 
them was in the military so she knows a 
lot about weapons, and I've been to the 


range with the other one and she knows 
all the safety precautions and is a very 
responsible gun owner." 

Kids, do not try this at home. 

Besides questionable safety, there are 
basic health concerns to consider before 
shoving a revolver up your vagina. Try 
explaining a nasty lead or gun-oil- 
induced yeast infection to your doctor. 

Gates personally has no interest in 
this kind of erotic gunplay, though she 
does own a joke vibrator shaped like a 
gun. But even this causes a fuss. Many 
female-positive sex shops won't carry 
the toy. 

But Gates is tired of all the old femi- 
nist arguments 

‘If it's a woman who is manipulating a 
gun responsibly and intelligently for her 
own pleasure, | don’t see that as violence 
against women,” she argues. 

She emphasizes, however, that gun 
ownership is a huge responsibility for 
anyone. Gates believes owning a gun 
should involve as complicated a licens 
ing process as driving a car — another 
potentially deadly weapon, but one that 
rarely instills the kind of sometimes-irra- 
tional fear that guns do. 

“I've known liberal people, whom I've 
shown a weapon to, who are convinced 
it’s going to go off in my hand, or that 
I'm going to go on a shooting rampage, 
as if this object has this magical capacity 
to make me quite insane.” 

This is what people think about sex in 
general, too, believes Gates, and espe- 
cially edge play. “[Like] you're not going 
to have any self control or sense of limi- 
tations and you're probably crazy and 
going to rape a little girl or steal Ivana 
Trump's shoes.” 

For the gun-sex fetishists she inter- 
viewed, there's often an opposite effect 
In some senses, it’s terribly romantic, 
says Gates. “All S/M play is about trust, 
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but this level of trust and intimacy goes 
way beyond.” 

She explains that, “Like the classic 
romantic idea of lovers creating a death 
pact to express the depth of their love, 
these are responsible, adult women who 
are tapping into that.”
